Apoftle :  And  that  the  fame  Governors,  in  Effeft, 
Deed,  and  Name,  from  henceforth  be,  and  fhall 
be,  one  Body  Corporate  and  Politick  of  itfelf,  for 
ever,  by  the  Name  of  The  Governors  of  the  Pof- 
feffions,  Revenues ,  and  Goods  of  the  Hofpitals  of 
Edzuardy  King  of  England  the  SixTi ,  of  Chrifiy 
Bridezuell,  and  haint  Thomas  the  Apojlley  incor¬ 
porate  and  erefted.  And  further  We  do  create, 
erebt,  ordain,  make,  and  conftitute,  by  thefe  Pre- 
fents,  that  fuch  as  are  and  fhall  be  Governors  of 
the  Poffeffions,  Revenues,  and  Goods  of  the  Hof-

Law,  or  Ordinance  before  this  Time  made,  or 
hereafter  to  be  made,  unto  the  contrary  notwith- 
Randing;  fo  that  the  faid  Ordinances,  Laws,  and 
Statutes,  be  not  contrary  or  repugnant  to  the 
Laws  and  Statutes  of  Our  Realm  of  England,  or 
to  Our  Kingly  Prerogative.

fufpetled  to  be  Harbourers  or  Receivers  of  idle 
Ruffians,  Tavern  Haunters,  Vagabonds,  Beggars, 
or  any  other  fufpeHed  Perfons,  and  alfo  for  all 
Perfons  of  evil  Name  and  Fame,  whatfoever  they 
be,  Men  or  Women ;  and  the  fame  Ruffians,  Tavern 
Haunters,  Vagabonds,  and  Beggars,  and  Perfons 
of  evil  Name  and  Fame,  not  only  to  apprehend, 
within  the  faid  fufpeFted  Houfes,  Liberty,  or  Li¬ 
berties,  and  other  Places  exempted  within  the 
faid  City,  and  Suburbs  of  the  fame,  or  within  the 
laid  County  of  Middlefex ,  but  alfo  the  Inhabitants, 
Makers,  Landlords,  and  Keepers  of  fuch  Houfes 
and  Places,  where  any  fuch  or  fuch  like  are  or 
ihall  be  found,  and  the  fame  to  fend  and  commit 
to  the  Ho  life  of  Occupations  in  Bridewell ,  or  by 
any  other  Way  or  Means  to  punifh  them,  and 
every  of  them,  as  fhall  be  thought  good  and  meet, 
by  their  Difcretions;  unlefs  the  Tenants,  Makers, 
and  Landlords,  and  Keepers  of  fuch  Houfes  and 
Places,  can  honekly  and  fairly  excufe  and  dif-

daily  do  frequent  fuch  fufpicious  Houfes  or  lurking 
Corners  and  Places  prohibited,  and  alfo  can  find 
Efficient  Surety  that  they  and  every  of  them  fhall 
thenceforth  bear  and  behave  themfelves  honeftly.
